The  Lemus  Collection  ofU.S.  Dimes,  1796-1916,  is  one  of  the  finest  Stack  *s  has  ever 
had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  for  sale.  The  Early  Dimes  section  includes  all  the 
dates  from  1 796,  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  denomination,  to  1837,  the  final  year  of 
the  Capped  Bust  type.  Although  a handful  of  Dimes  (actually,  Dismes  hy  denomina- 
tion but,  as  Shakespeare  said  **whaVs  in  a name**,  for  a Disme  is  just  a foreign  word 
for  our  own  American  Dime)  was  struck  in  1 792,  those  were  more  experimental 
coins  and  their  designs  were  not  finally  adopted  for  the  coinage  [for  example,  see 
1792  Judd  11  Copper  Disme  in  the  70th  Anniversary  Sale  catalogue].  The  first 
Dimes,  per  se,  were  coined  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1796.  Their  obverse  type  was, 
at  first,  a draped  bust  Liberty  facing  right  with  her  hair  tied  up  behind  her  head 
while  their  reverse  design  was  the  original  federal  eagle,  a somewhat  scrawny  look- 
ing bird  standing  in  a wreath  of  palm  and  olive  leaves  symbolizing  peace  through 
victory.  The  issue  of  1 796  was  small,  only  a few  more  than  22,000  coins.  The  Dime  de- 
nomination was  not  a high  priority  in  the  early  years  at  the  Mint,  which  concen- 
trated on  the  denominations  needed  for  commerce  and  banking  more  than  on  those 
wanted  by  the  public.  Dime  mintages  from  1796  through  1811,  including  the  first 
two  years  of  the  Capped  Bust  type,  were  low.  The  mintages  of  1805  and  1807,  high  by 
contrast  to  other  early  years,  were  meant  to  suffice  for  public  needs  until  the  second 
decade  of  the  19th  century.  Increased  living  standards  and  a stronger  public  de- 
mand for  the  denomination  led  the  Mint  to  increase  output  of  Dimes  in  1814  to  a 
staggering,  for  the  time,  421,500,  a figure  nearly  equal  to  the  combined  mintages  of 
every  previous  year.  Seven  years  later  the  million  plus  Dimes  minted  in  1821  were  a 
harbinger  of  things  to  come.  By  the  end  of  the  era  of  Early  Dimes,  1837,  mintages  of 
over  a million  a year  were  becoming  routine.

To  accommo- 
date the  changed  year,  a small  ‘8’  was  punched  directly  over  the  original,  underlying  second  ‘7’  to  create  the  1798/7  overdate. 
The  reverse  die  had  previously  been  used  to  strike  the  Breen  1 1797  Quarter  Eagles  before  being  pressed  into  service  for  the 
following  year’s  Dimes.  The  interchangeable  size  between  the  Dime  and  Quarter  Eagle  denominations  was  not  accidented.  The 
Mint  deliberately  decided  to  make  them  essentiMly  the  same  size  to  take  advantage  of  the  fact  that  the  reverse  t37pes  of  the  two 
denominations  were  identical  at  this  time. 

The  concept  of  having  the  same  types  appear  on  more  than  one  denomination,  the  distinctions  among  them  being  made  by 
meted  composition  and  weight,  was  common  in  England  and  France  at  the  time.  It  had  first  been  tried  here  in  America  in  1783 
by  Robert  Morris  and  William  Dudley  when  they  made  the  1783  Nova  Constellatio  pattern  coins  for  the  newly  independent 
United  States.  Benjamin  Franklin’s  1776  Continental  Dollars,  struck  in  silver,  brass  and  pewter  were  an  even  earlier  example 
but  these  were  semi-official  coins.

This  date  is  extremely  scarce  in  full  Mint  State,  and  we  are  not  at  all  surprised  by  Fortin’s  R-6  + 
rarity  rating  within  that  same  grade  range.

Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  an  outstanding  example!  Well  struck  devices  complement  cartwheel  satiny  radiance  in  the  fields. 
Emerald-blue  peripheral  iridescence  encircles  rich  golden  centers  on  either  side.  With  there  having  been  a paltry  10,000  busi- 
ness strikes  and  500  proofs  coined  of  this  reu’c  date,  it  goes  without  saying  that  prospective  bidders  would  be  hard  pressed  to 
locate  a specimen  superior  to  the  coin  offered  here!  NGC  MS66. 

There  are  only  two  known  die  marriages  of  this  date,  each  of  which  were  used  to  mint  both  proofs  and  business  strikes.

642  1865‘S’  Var.lOl  (R-4).  Somewhat  centered,  downward  sloping  date  on  the  obverse.  Small,  weak  mintmark.  Traces  of  dou- 

bling at  the  outside  of  the  left  wreath  on  the  reverse.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  a simply  unbelievable  example  of  this 
highly  important  Civil  War  date!  The  surfaces  are  essentially  mark-free,  and  the  lustre  is  ultra-deep  and  unencumbered  in 
nearly  every  respect.  Close  examination  of  the  obverse  yields  a few  trivial  toning  specks  that  hardly  even  warrant  mention. 
The  strike  furthermore,  is  formidable,  and  the  color  is  an  enticing  delicate  gold  on  either  side.  The  number  of  full  Mint  State 
examples  of  this  date  can  nearly  be  counted  on  one  hand,  and  obtaining  even  a Choice  Mint  State  example  would  require  a 
tremendous  amount  of  patience  and  painstaking  search.  True  Gem  examples  of  this  date  are  simply  unheard  of,  thus  we 
have  no  reservation  in  stating  that  the  specimen  offered  here  is  in  all  likelihood  the  finest  known!

643  1866  Var.l02b  (R-6).  There  is  noticeable  die  clashing  on  either  side  of  this  specimen,  a die  state  that  indicates  that  this  coin 

is  a business  strike  (part  of  the  proof  mintage  of  this  date  was  struck  from  an  earlier  state  of  this  die  pair).  A nicely  struck 
Brilliant  Uncirculated  example.  The  obverse  exhibits  more  reflectivity  than  the  reverse,  however  the  reverse  strike  is  just  a 
bit  sharper.  Hints  of  russet-mauve  and  iridescent  toning  are  evident  at  the  peripheries.  This  very  rare  date  enjoys  the  second 
lowest  mintage  in  the  entire  Liberty  Seated  Dime  series.  A measly  6,000  business  strikes  and  725  proofs  were  coined. 

Breen  indicates  that  “There  may  have  been  fewer  than  the  full  725  actually  made  as  proofs,  as  I have  seen  an  uncirculated  piece  in- 
cluded in  an  1866  proof  set  (cent  through  dollar)  obtained  from  the  mint  in  that  year  and  still  in  the  original  brownish  (aged)  wrappers. 
This  coin  was  from  clashed  dies,  ” similar  to  the  piece  offered  here.

644  1866‘S’  Var.lOl.  Small  weak  mintmark.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Pale  gray  surfaces  offer  subtle  lavender-golden  overtones. 

Legitimate  Mint  State  coins  of  this  date  are  quite  rare  indeed,  much  more  so  than  most  collectors  realize  as  it  is  highly  un- 
likely that  more  than  10  or  so  such  pieces  are  extant! 

The  mintmark  style  used  on  this  coin  is  first  encountered  in  1865  and  is  in  noticeable  contrast  to  the  thicker,  holder  mintmark  ob- 
served on  many  coins  of  this  date.

Heavy  “as  struck”  die  striations  are  evident  on  either 
side  of  this  early  strike.  This  very  elusive  date  enjoys  a total  mintage  of  only  6,000  business  strikes  and  625  proofs.  In  fact,  this 
issue  boasts  the  lowest  mintage  in  the  entire  Liberty  Seated  Dime  series!  The  all  important  1871‘CC’,  1873‘CC’  No  Ar- 
rows (a  unique  issue),  1873‘CC’  Arrows,  and  1874‘CC’  Arrows  bear  mintages  of  20,100,  12,400,  18,791,  and  10,817  respectively.

646  1867‘S’  Var.102  (R-4).  A tiny  obverse  die  defect  is  evident  just  below  Liberty’s  left  knee.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated 

from  an  overall  standpoint.  The  reverse  is  easily  Very  Choice.  The  obverse  enjoys  claims  to  the  Choice  category.  A uniform 
satiny  glow  is  wonderfully  complemented  by  waves  of  golden  and  subtle  olive-russet  iridescence.  By  any  standards,  this  date  is 
very  rare  in  full  Mint  State.  In  fact,  Fortin  assigns  this  issue  an  R-7  rating  at  a grade  of  Mint  State  or  higher!

This  example  offers  sharp  devices  and  satiny, 
semi-reflective  fields.  There  is  a lovely  shade  of  russet-golden  toning  that  is  accented  by  a trace  of  emerald  iridescence  at  the 
rims.  A very  scarce  issue  at  or  above  this  quality  level.

Though  the  date  itself  is  not  particu- 
larly difficult  to  acquire,  full  Choice  Mint  State  examples  do  not  surface  with  any  regularity  and  can  legitimately  be  called 

rare.

culated and  an  absolutely  stunning  specimen.  Pastel  hues  at  areas  of  the  periphery  glorify  rich  golden  interiors.  There  is  an 
unbroken  silken,  semi-mirrored  cascade  of  mint  lustre  on  either  side.  True  Gems  of  this  elusive  date  are  few  and  far  between 
indeed!

650  1869‘S’  Var.102  (R-4).  One  of  only  two  die  marriages  of  this  issue.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  perhaps  a bit  better. 

Varying  shades  of  pale  lavender  and  gold  embellish  underlying  surfaces  that  are  drenched  in  satin-velvet  bloom.  Fortin  lists 
this  scarce  date  as  R-5  in  full  Mint  State.

652  1870‘S’  Var.lOl.  Only  one  die  variety  is  known  for  this  date.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  wonderfully  fresh  in 

every  respect.  This  distinctive  coin  offers  lively,  semi-reflective  fields  that  are  highlighted  by  wisps  of  golden  toning  at  the  pe- 
ripheries. A rare  issue  of  which  the  mintage  is  only  50,000  pieces.  At  the  Mint  State  level  and  above,  furthermore,  r ortin  lists 

this  date  as  R-6-f-.

A warm, 
satiny  glow  is  accented  by  traces  of  golden  toning.  The  strike  is  sharp  and  decisive. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Fortin’s  plate  coin  for  this  die  variety  is  only  a Choice  Fine.

(a  paltry  20,100  pieces  were  coined)  is  truly  pathetic.  Perhaps  a handful  of  Mint  State  specimens  are  extant,  and  even  high 
grade  circulated  pieces  such  as  that  offered  here  are  quite  rare!

The  surfaces  are  generally  smooth  and  appealing,  as  there  are  no  marks  or  de- 
fects that  require  special  mention.  With  Mint  State  examples  of  this  rare  issue  being  virtually  nonexistent,  an  example  of 
the  caliber  offered  here  is  about  as  nice  as  one  could  possibly  ever  hope  to  obtain! 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  same  reverse  die  was  used  to  strike  Carson  City  Mint  Dimes  from  1871  through  1874.

658  1872‘S’  Var.lOl.  The  only  known  die  variety  of  this  date.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  appearing  easily  Choice  or  better  at 

first  glance.  Closer  scrutiny  reveals  some  light  hairlines  over  fully  vibrant,  semi-reflective  fields.  There  is  a hint  of  golden  ton- 
ing at  the  reverse  periphery.  Although  the  mintage  of  this  date  is  somewhat  sizeable  (it  being  190,000  pieces),  the  surviving 
Mint  State  population  is  pitifully  small.  In  fact,  Fortin  lists  this  date  as  being  R-7-  in  full  Mint  State!

lows were  struck  from  the  same  reverse  die.  The  reverse  of  the  coin  offered  here  exhibits  some  very  subtle  clashing  and  cracks 
not  found  on  the  supposedly  later  state  coin  offered  immediately  below.  A frosty  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen.  Russet- 
golden  toning  is  situated  mainly  at  the  peripheries  on  either  side. 

We  should  point  out  that  the  No  Arrows,  Open  3 Dimes  of  this  date  are  much  rarer  than  their  Closed  3 counterparts.  This  difference  in 
rarity  becomes  greatly  exacerbated  in  the  upper  range  of  the  grading  scale.  Although  the  business  strike  population  ratio  of  Open  3 to 
Closed  3 pieces  is  essentially  1:2  in  all  grades,  the  population  ratio  in  Mint  State  diminishes  to  perhaps  1:3.

Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  approaching  a Gem  designa- 
tion. The  arm  s length  visual  allure  is  that  of  a fully  Gem  example.  Satin-silk  lustre  is  heightened  by  a gentle  touch  of  lilac- 
golden  iridescence  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  This  variety  has  the  distinction  of  being  among  Fortin’s  top  100  Liberty

About  Uncirculated  with  respect  to  wear,  however  the  surfaces  are  a trifle  rough;  there  being 
some  tiny  marks  and  abrasions  that  are  for  the  most  part  only  visible  with  a glass.  Deep  lilac-gray  fields  and  devices  are  high- 
lighted by  delicate  rose  overtones.  A very  rare  date,  and  almost  never  available  in  grades  above  Very  Fine  (there  is  a very 
small  number  of  Mint  State  pieces  and  only  a handful  of  survivors  in  the  Extremely  Fine  to  About  Uncirculated  range).  The 
importance  of  this  date,  furthermore,  is  self-evident  as  it  is  easily  one  of  the  top  three  issues  in  the  entire  Liberty 
Seated  Dime  series.  Unless  the  prospective  bidder  is  both  well-heeled  and  quite  young,  he  or  she  may  never  have  another 
chance  to  acquire  an  example  of  this  date  at  or  above  the  quality  level  offered  here!

We  should  also  note  the  presence  of  a long  very  thin  obverse  die 
line  that  extends  from  Liberty’s  jaw  to  her  right  bicep.  There  is  another  thin  die  line  at  the  left  central  shield  below  the  ribbon 
Neither  of  these  die  lines  are  at  all  mentioned  by  Fortin.  Very  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  an  exceedinglv  sharp  ex- 
ample. Shimmering  satin-like  surfaces  are  embellished  by  a veil  of  pale  lavender-golden  toning  on  either  side. 

With  dates  such  as  1875  that  bear  a mintage  of  over  10,000,000  pieces,  it  does  not  surprise  us  that  there  are  varieties  unlisted  in 
Fortin’s  labor  of  love.  He  and  all  those  that  have  assisted  him  must  be  commended  for  their  efforts,  and  those  using  their  information 
must  realize  the  enormity  of  the  task  that  they  have  chosen  to  undertake.  There  is  no  doubt  that,  although  Fortin's  variety  listings  an' 
wonderfully  extensive,  they  are  to  a large  degree  still  a “work  in  progress”  and  probably  will  be  for  some  time  to  come.

The  stately  Liberty  head  gracing  the  Silver  Dimes  struck  from  1892  to  1916  was 
created  by  U.S,  Mint  Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber  (1840-1917),  though  the  reverse  is 
that  of  the  Liberty  Seated  Dimes  of  1860-1891,  Barber*s  Liberty  head  satisfied  Mint 
Director  Edwin  O.  Leeches  wish  for  a symbol  of  freedom  of  the  quality  seen  on  con- 
temporary French  coins  and  medals. 

When  the  decision  was  made  to  finally  replace  the  long-lived  Liberty  Seated  de- 
sign, a design  competition  was  announced  that  ultimately  involved  10  of  Americans 
most  distinguished  artists,  whose  submissions  were  judged  by  Augustus  Saint  Gau- 
dens,  Boston  engraver  Henry  Napoleon  Mitchell  and  Barber,  The  artists  protested 
that  the  time  allotted  was  too  short  (less  than  two  months)  and  that  the  compensa- 
tion offered  was  inadequate.  Opened  to  a broader  public,  the  competition  brought 
forward  some  300  proposed  designs,  only  two  of  which  rated  an  honorable  mention. 
Director  Leech  declared  the  badly  bungled  contest  **a  wretched  failure.  ** 

In  any  event.  Barber  had  no  wish  for  their  input,  since  he  planned  to  personally 
redesign  the  Dime,  Quarter  and  Half  Dollar.  He  created  a dignified,  commanding 
head  of  Liberty  wearing  a Phrygian  cap  and  laurel  wreath  symbolizing  freedom 
and  victory.  Her  generic  features  were  not,  as  the  late  Walter  Breen  later  claimed, 
**a  portrait  of  Queen  Victoria!**  nor  was  she  the  Liberty  of  the  Morgan  Dollar  with 
wreath  replacing  '*the  assorted  vegetation  of  the  dollar.** 

Issued  over  some  25  years,  the  Barber  design  proved  rugged  and  durable  in  ac- 
tual circulation.  Barber  Dimes,  Quarters  and  Half  Dollars  are  among  the  few  se- 
ries that  kept  enough  of  their  inherent  charm  to  interest  collectors  in  assembling 
circulated  sets  by  date  and  mintmark. 

The  longer  they  remained  in  circulation,  the  more  elusive  Barber  Dimes  became 
in  the  highest  grades.  To  successfully  assemble  a collection  in  Brilliant  Uncircu- 
lated to  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  equal  to  the  collection  offered  in  the  present 
sale,  would  call  for  great  collecting  skill  and  patience  in  today  *s  numismatic  mar- 
ket. 

Collectors  should  recall  that  while  U.S.  Mint  Reports  and  popular  guide  books 
note  millions  of  Barber  Dimes  struck,  the  number  of  truly  Uncirculated  pieces  sur- 
viving of  even  the  most  **common**  dates  may  not  number  more  than  a couple  thou- 
sand today.

IN ew  York,  N.Y.  By  seeking  to  use  such  remedy,  the  third  party  unequivocally  and  without  reservation  consents  to 
binding  arbitration,  and  its  conclusive  and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages  as  a sole  remedy.  With 
respect  to  any  other  pertinent  notice  requirements,  venue  and  personal  and  subject  matter  jurisdiction,  said  third 
party  is  bound  to  the  provisions  pertaining  to  bidders,  buyers  and  purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Terms 


35.  In  the  event  STACK  S shall,  for  any  reason,  be  unable  to  deliver  the  property  sought  to  be  purchased,  its  liability
